One of my duties is tha 

of chairman, subcommittee o 
transportation of nuclear fis 
sion products, which Is a sub 
ordinate body of the joint in 
ierim committee on transpor­ 
tation problems. Our responsi 
bility is to study thfe transpor 
tation of both "live" and "de 
cayed" or "fissioned" nuclea 
products. One of our specia 
problems is the hazard from 
atomic dust, which is differ­ 
ent from "fallout."

Fallout, as we have men 
ioned before, consists of par­ 
icles of matter in the air made 

radioactive by nuclear or ther­ 
monuclear explosions. Some 
may spill out in the immediate 
neighborhood of the explosion 
soon after it takes place, but

Atomic Dust
"Atomic Dust" is a term 

used to describe the particles 
ir the air caused by the 
crashes of aircraft, trains, 
trucks, or other vehicles .trans­ 
porting nuclear weapons. Since 
some of these weapons contain 
comparatively small amounts 
of chemical explosives, some­ 
what resembling TjNT, when 
an accident occurs to the trans­ 
porting vehicle, the explosive 
may detonate, that is, it may 
"fire" or "go off," because of 
the impact of the collision or 
from flames, causing the 
atomic dust to scatter locally, 
both by reason of the force of 
the explosion and winds. Such 
atomic dust is dangerous only 
[f taken internally by swallow- 
Ing or breathing.

Citizens not directly respon­ 
sible for law enforcement 
should avoid all scenes of dis­ 
asters, especially one where 
atomic dust is present. The 
armed forces of the United 
States and the U. S. Atomic 
Snergy Commission have peo­ 
ple especially trained to pro- 
ceed to the scene of an atomic 
accident and decontaminate 
;he area very efficiently.

In order to avoid accidents 
:o vehicles transporting atomic 
materials, an educational pro­ 
gram is being conducted for 
hose involved. In addition, we 

need both federal and state 
aws on this subject, but laws 
n themselves are worthless un- 
ess enforced, hence the sub­ 

committee on transportation of 
nuclear fission products is pro­ 
ceeding cautiously in order 
hat we can recommend to the 
egislature enforceable laws 
or the protection of both 
ransportation employes and 
lie general public.
